TIk' first Tiwtirif; Iield for the iiiir|)Os*e of forTiiiiiji a Boai'd of Trade in 
Jarksoiiville met at llie office of Col, Jolm Q. BurUridjio, Jamiiiry ^1, 1884. 
("oloncl l^m•l»rid{^^• jncsided. and Hcnrv S. Ely, Esw].. acted as Se( i ctai v. 
Altuut twenty busiuetus uieu attended; and, after a general diseuissiou 
of tile necessity of sacb an organisation, a resolntion was formally 
adopted deelariag that "tbe interacts ckT J«daKnivine daaand tJie 
oi^anisation of a Board of Ttb^" 

Memn. Jaeoti Huff, Jamra B. C^allen and J. E. Hart were tberenpon 
appointed a committee to prfpai-*' au addretm to tlH- rjtizens, asking 
their ro-ojM'i-ation in organizinji \\n' proposed Board, and Dr. A. S. 
Baldwiii and MeK8i's. -Inhn datk. Jaiiu's K. Challen. John P. Vai-nuni 
and Ijeopold i^'urchgoti were appointed a couuuittee to draft and report 
a constitution. 

At a meeting held February 1, 1884, a cooatltiition was reported 
and adopted. 

At a MM><'ling held February 18. 18S4, Hon. Oeoi'ge F. Drew, ex- 
Oovernor of Florida, and hrad of tln' hardware tlrin of (Jeorge F, Drew 
Co.. was rlHiKen Pi esidtMH <if I lie Itnar.l; and .J. K. Hart, propi ictor 
of the St. Johns IClevaioi- and Itnniiin .Mills, -lanies >!. Srhninat lifr. 
ea»hier of the First >iatioual Bank of Florida. Morris A. Dzialynski, 
carriage, wagon and harness dealer, and John Q. Burbridg^, real estete 
duller, wen elected Governors of the Board. At the same meeting fbe 
engroflied coMrtitntion was pimited, and forty gentletnea sobtcribed 
their names to it as membon. At this date, AngoMti ISGSf tbe member- 
ship ia aver four hundred.

The objects of this Board of Trade are to foster, eneoniiigc^ and 
develop tbe mer^ntHe and mannfkctnring intemtn of Jackaonville and 
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its snburlw., to collect^ prewrre, aad cixmilate oaefiil infonufttloa 
etntcCTBing tiie dty, ftM tnide, industi^ and adraiiti^eB; to atndy tbe 
woridBgB of the gr^t system of tran^wrtation, iip<in wMch oof 

commercial and industrial prosperity so much de[)ends, and to ondoavor 
to remedy, Ity nil proper means, the defects and abuses therein, so f-.w 
as they injniinusly affect <Mir interestH; to obtain fair and equitable 
rates nf fr-eiffht tu and fioiii .laeksonville, and prevent. If possiltle. 
disiriniiualious iu favor of other cities; lo yeiure tlie abateuieut of 
vexations and unjust OTerehai^, and iasnre prompt settlemmitB of 
damages on fftoda shipped; to enconrage wwe and n«edfnl legislatioo, 
and oppose tiie ^actm^it of laws which mig^t inlniionsly affect onr 
mannfacturing and commercial inter^ts; to agree upon commercial 
forms and reguhitions ; to prcunote int^rity, fair dealing and good faith 
amoufi. and adjust ;nid deti'iiinne disputes and differences t)et\veen, 
Ijnsiness men; to iinnleate tlie )liJ^l^e.s( priiiriples <if honor, ei|nilv, and 
business morality in the comiiiuuity; to forward the improveiiieiil of 
onr river and harlior aud approaches thereto, the erection of needfnl 
public buildings, and the swift transportation and speedy and acenmto 
delivery of the mails, by using onr ntmoet influence to secure from 
the Qenaral Government that share of tiie Kational appropriations to 
which we are justly cntith'd; and, generally, to strive with united effort 
to increase the wealth, industries, influence^ trade and population of 
the city of Jacksonville and its subnrbs.

SOCIAL 

The Board of Trade is not, as its name might indicate, a trading 
board where members meet daily to deal in market products or stodES 
and bonds, but is an organisation for prmnoting the materia] Intereats 
of Jacksonville particularly, and the State generally. It has been found 
that, in addition to its regular monthly meetings, a more general interest 
is rrwited and fostered hy oceasional eollations and entertainmostSi 
whii li tend to promote jrood fellowship among its meinbers. 

The auditorium of the building (a picture of which is showu on 
another page) is freely ui>ened for the use of inventions and other 
pnbllc meetin^i (ezcIudiDg politicaJ meetings). 

Vnljl May 2, 1893, tlie Board of i^rade was a nonincorporated body, 
and for the first nine years of its oiganization occupied rented rooms. 
But in 1803 the Board was dtdy incorporated under the laws of Florida, 
and. in conjunction \\ith the .Taiksonville Library Association ami ilie 
Benevolent aud J•rote^■ti^■e Order of IClks. a half bit was pnrrhased at 
the northeast corner of Main and Adams Streets, bonds were issued to 
the auiuuut of f21,000, bearing six per cent interest, and a building was 



erected for the joint occupancy of the three orgaulsattons. This building 
was destroyed in the great fire of May 3, 1901. But in 1903 an additional 
half lot was pncchaeed, new bonds were Iwned to the anuMtnt of 960^000 
(the old bonds baring been paid off by the amonnt received 
inBurnnre). :ui<1 i\ ww buildnig was erected, much laiger and ftniep than 
the ol4 one, o£ which the Board pi Trade is the sole owner.

bave boetofore |a«valted among the opraaiors ham "MUed the goose 
that laid the ^Iden " in most of the States named. The Herty-cup 
system, which is now being largely adopted, will prolong the life of the 
treeR indefinitely, and transform a transi^t into a permanent business 
iu Florida.

The firm of C. B. Kogers & Co. started business in Jacksonville 
in 188(i. At That time there were two wholesale grocery houses in 
Jacksonville. Wigiitman Christoitlier, and Tysen & Sniitli. At that 
time the annual wholesale business done in Jacksonville was exceedingly 
smalt. The large wholesale grocery eHtaUishments of Charleston, 
Savannah, New Orleaiui and Mobile c<»itra3]ed the Florida bwdnfiw. 
^rai tbe advent of tiie G. B. Bogera Cki., the wholesale bnaiiiess of 
Jacksoorille lecdved an impetus that haa pushed it up to its preeent 
magnificent proportions. New concerns entered the ield esidi je^ umI 
the deveUtjtment was gradual until nlxnit Ihi-ee years ago. 

The foundation of the naval sidves business in Jack.sonville abO^lt 
four years afro, brought abouc b^' the establishment of the Florida Xaval 
Stores Company and the Mutual Naval Stores Company, had a remarkable 
effect on the wholesale grocei^ bnaineaa. Almost coincident with the 
QstebUahment of these companfea, and the cosaeqneait ^elopm»it of 
the naval stores indmtrles of Florida, was the establishment of many 
wholesale grocery houses. When the OonsoUdated Naval P tores Company 
was formed by a nierfrer of the Florida Naval Stones Company, ihe Mutual 
Naval Stores Company and naval stores companies of Savannah, 
Brunswick ami Pensa<.(>]u. renewed activity in the wholesale gi'ocery 
business was begun. A movement of large aiid prosperous concerns 
from Bmnswick and ^vannah to Jaekaonvill^ which began soon aftw 
tite lofmstioii of the first junrai stoces companies in this city, rapidly 
niMalM hufto idm pvearait fmri»ble diov^ One of the oMst 
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imffOFtant fai-tora in the deii^lopmeiit of this basmem in Ja^sonville 
is t]i« great adrantage enjo.red by this poiiit in cbeapneai and fadUty 
in making riilpments. JackaonTille'a importance as a tem^wi of tbm 
giwit SontUern railroad systems of the country and as a seaport f^vea 

tlw Imsinesw honsps located here jwM'uIiur inlvantag*'S in the wny of 
freij^lit ralt'K from the markets, and jiosilion as tin- f^atewa^ lo Florida 
plaoes it advantageously as a distributing point for the larger part of 
Florida and a eunsidemble part of Boothem Georgia and Alabama. 

result of this development of the wholesale grocery bn^ess 
of Jadffionville has been the wresting of the ooAtrol of Florid bnsliien 
from other cities and placing it almost entirely in the hands of Jack- 
sonville merchi£ntB. That all of these wholerale business houses of 
Jaeksouville ai*e enjoyinpr prosperity and are annually inrreasinfr their 
bnsiiu'ss is an evidenrc of tlie healthy btisiiipsp cnnilition of all Florida. 
Ti aveliii}; salesmen represent inj; the hii'j;f nianurarnners of food jiroduets 
in the couuti-y come to Jaeksouville uiauy times a yetir. They are most 
reliable barometers of bnsine«i conditions. They report that Jacksonville 
noiradiants are large buyers and that tii^ discoont their bUls^ thns 
making tliem amoi^ the best cnstomws that tiiey have in ito country. 

This development of the wholesale bnsinesB in Jacksonville has 
brought along with it the development of another branch of businese, 
Mannfa<-tiirers of food luHMlutis are now represented in this city by 
brokers, and the tnnnlMM* of brokers and the amount of busiufss diuie 
by them has kept pare with the progi-ess of the wholesale groieiy 
establishments. 

Tills developm^t is bj no meuis a past development It is going 
on now. Xew bndness houses of thto class ate being established almost 

every mouth. For the year IdiU two concerns with lai^ capital have 
Commen<-ed business in Jacksonville, and the development bids iair to 
continue throug^ont the year as it has begun.

The pepnfaition is cosmopolitan — prolwbly as much so as any 
city of its size in the United States — and strangers who come here to 
make (his their home always find a generous and hearty welcome. The 
school advantages are excellent, and are iK^ng rapidly imju'oved. There 
are churches of all denominations, and the very best amusements are 
afforded the jteople uf tbe city. Jacksonville being on the Souihetn 
ctrenit, tiie best attracti<ms tiiat visit the largest cities of tbe Soittii 
come to Jackwrnville. IVoll^ lines ran tiuroai^ all parts of the dty 
and into the suburbs, and there are a number of fine parks and pleasure 
resorts, ^ere are miles of paved streets and beautiful diell drives. The 
mortality reports show that Jacks^ville is one of tiie be^tUest cities 
in this country. 

Since the great fire of May, 1901, not only have fine business blocks 
been ere<ie«I, Imt njany costly and elegant residem-es, and in the suburbs, 
which were uot touched by the tire, there are as handsome residences 
as can be foond in any city of its size.

Till' liiKUicial rujiditioii of the city of .InckMunv illf is ven satisfac- 
tory. The total indebtedness of tlie tity is ii^pieHeiited by bonds to 
the amoQQt of |l,:i68,000, payable Ma.r 15, 1924, with interest paid 
flemi'aiiiiiianj at five. per cent per ammm. The eity has no floating 
indebtedneeB. 

Ttmr hundred thoosand dollars of the bonded indebtedness was 

issued Xovemfier 15, 1901, of the Waterworks and Electric Plant, public 
buildingK niid sxvwi imveineiitB, and to paj all the ontstanding 
indebted ufss iinT sprnrt'd hy bonds. 

The city of Jacksonville has never defauUed in the jmyment of any 
of its bonds, and has pledged, to secure Its bmided indebtedness, the 
Waterworks and Electric Plants owned hy the city of Jacksonville. The 
dty owns probably as good a waterworks plant as is owned by any 
•eiiy of its sixe in the country, and derives ite water supply from artesian 
ipells, driven about ten hundred feet deep, which furnish an abundant 
flow of pure water. The city furnishes to its residents a supply ()f artesian 
Watei' at fwehc dnllais jn-r aniiinn fiu* eai'Ii iioiisc, )illt»\vinf2; for that 
Waui an average ot tluve hundred gallons per day by the year. 

The city also owns an electric plant thoroughly up to-date in all 
respects, and fnrnishes ^ectricity to all its reaideBts at the rate of seven 
eenti per thoorand watts for incaodeaoent Ug^ts, and seven dollars and 
flfty cents per month for two-thonsand candle-power arc lights. 

There is no other city in the connti^ as well and as cheaply lighted. 
A family of ordinary sis^ can light for two dollars ]ter luonth if the 
lijihts arc prdiinniii-ally used, and ninety five pci' cent i>f the residences 
in this city ai^e thus lighted. The protii nut i»f coniuiercial lighting 
pays all the cost of operating the plant, and leaves a handsome surplus. 

The profits of the water and electric plants bad, for rome years 
pik^ to the great fire of May 3, 1901, paid tiie entire interest on bonded 
Indebtediieaa of the city, and, after paying all expense of operation, left 
m anrplns every year for extension of those plants, and will, beyond 
doubt. 1m' able in continue t(» [lay bei-eafter the entire interest on the 
b<>nde(l debt. wiUi a contiuually anil mpidly inireasiuj; surjilus, so that 
the bonded indchiedness of the city can not properly be said to be a 
burden upon taxable property of the city.

AGeofirraphical Description of Florida. 



It ifl emential to tfaoee contemplating the establishment of homes 
in a new conntiy^ that th^ have a foir idea of liie geogmphy of the 
section in which they are interested; bo, conddering the ptmition of 
Florida, and its unusual confwmation, a knowledge of its geography 
becomes interesting? ns well as necessary. Florida is the most sontherly 
State in the United States, and lies betw^een 24 'a. degrees and 31 dep^ees 
north latitude, and betwet'n 80 d^rees and 88 degrees west longitude 
from GreeDwich. The total area of the State is put down at 59,268 
aqnare miles, (h* 37;931,5a0 aevee; of lius area, according to the latest 
United States census, the total Imid surface is 54,240 square miles; the 
total area covered by water, composed of lakes, rivers and ponds, is 
5,028 square miles. The length of the State from its northern boundary 
to the south end of the jjeninsnla is something over fonr hundred miles, 
the average width of the peninsula is about one hundred miles, and that 
[tortion of tlie State lyin}* alonjr aj.d Innween tiie States of (Jeorjiii* 
and Alabama and the Gulf of Mexico averages about sixty miles iu 
width, though mneh narrower in some placM. 

From its geographical positioit, being in tiie same latitade as the 
m^th^m half of Meiico and southern CSiinai it ia natural to suppose 
that the climate is hot, bnt its comparative d^iee of heat is not 
acrurntely indicated by its latitude, because the temperntiire8 that might 
be exjtected from its peofrraphical position are controlled in great 
measure hy its f>eculiar sliajie, hringinjj tlie whole surface in close 
proximity to the ocean cun-euls which iuUuence to a great degr^ its 
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entire rliniatic conditions. The narrnwnesH of ilip State anrl its conse- 
quent expoHure to the fructifv in*; iiillueuce uf tlic ha I my t»ean winds 
produceu a pleasuiitnesB and salubrity- of climate, and a power of vegeta- 
tive prodnctioii truly wonderfnl. 

The snrface of the Blate^ talcen as a whole, k comiMritiveljr level ; 
the most Im^ iportim Mug in the east and soatheim Bectiona of the 
State, thongh there aie numerous points in the jiai ts just mentioned 
where considerable areas of country are from one hundred to two hundred 
and fifty feet above sea level; in the nortliern, north central and western 
portions of the State the greater [torti<»n of the coiintr** is quite hilly, 
many i>oiutH having an altitude of two liuudred to three handled feet 
above tide water. 

Of the geographif^ features most impwtant the most noticeable 
ia the great length of eoaat lin^ almost 1,200 miles, which is also temai^- 
able for tiie great nvmben of bays, makiiig the entire coast aecearible, 
and containing a number of the finest harbom in the United States. 
Into these bays flow nnmerons streams, many of them navitralde, plied 
by numerous lines of steamboats, that wupjiiy facilities for roinmercial 
intercourse with interior points. A number of these rivers flow entirely 
across the State (the Bt. Johns River runs almost the entire length, 
rising far to the south and flowing due nor^), and in almost evetj earn 
have at th^r months s^e harbor for vessels in coasting trade, as wdl 
as for vessels of large <^n^t. The principal harbors on the Gulf Coast 
are Pensacola, Tampa, Charlotte Harbor, Key West and Carrabelle, and 
on the Atlantic Toast, Fernandina. .7acksonvi!le and Miami. 

Thronphout the history of the world c.\pcri(Mice has invariably shown 
those countries blessed with water facilities for travel, transportation 
and commerce, are the ones that accumulated the greatest wealth, were 
proi^eKKHw and pro grc wn i ve. Flcnida has these £adlities to a greater 
extent than any other state^ for praetieaUy all of he^ terdtury is in daw 
toodi with the commeroe of the ocean, throng ha harbors, where her 
products may be traiMiMated to dtmea or eK^ai^^ tor warea 
from otheit parts of th» world.

In the leutral settiou of the l uited States 
the }>ro]}ortion is one desth to 36 cases, in 2forthem section, one to S2; 
in the gonthera, one to 54; in Teus, one to 78; in Gatifbmia, one to 
every 123; in New Mexico, am to each 148; while in Florida it is only 
t»ne ont of every 2S7.

Tlie sjilc and <Mspnsal of all srhool atid siMinnarv lands is vested 
in the Stall' Iloaid of Ivdui-at ion. TIic sah* ami dis]iosition of all interna! 
ini|jrovenient and swanip and overtlowed Jands is ve«ted in the Board 
of Tmstees ot the Internal Improvement Fnnd. The Commissioner of 
Agricnltnre is the salesman of all school, seminary, internal improve- 
ment, swamp and ov^owed lands. 

The price of the school, seminary and internal improT«urait lands 
ranges from |1.25 to |7JM> i)er aere; these landH can be sold for easli, 
or un tin- inHtallment plan, which iHttei- plan, however, is to actual 
sellN'is otily. rayiin'iits on installnn'iil pni-t-lias^'s afc as ftdlows: 

One lliiiil lasli at time cd' pnii hasr, oiic third at tlu' oiid of two years 
frt>m date of purehase, and the third and last payment at tlie end of the 
third year. All parties making application to purchase on ttie install- 
ment plan are required to msike aflldaTit that th^ have improvements 
<m thR land applied for, and must state the kind and character of such 
improvements. He must also make nffldavtt that no other (lerson Itas 
ao^ improfranents of any sort or kmd on the lands wimted; these facts 
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must also be atteeted to by two sworn witnesses. When the above* 
mentioiied affldairits, properly executed, with the foil amount of the firot 
payment, whith is one- third of the purchase price, is delivered to the 
salesniiin of the land, a certiflrate of entry r.s «riven tlie pun haeer and 
lie holds it until the second lunl third |i;i_vn»'nts -.wv made; then the 
certitic ate of entrv is Burrendered to the 8aleeuian aud a deed i.s issued 
to the purchaser. These InataUiueiit certificates are asaignablet and 
the asdgnee succeeds ta all the rights and liaUliti^ of the original 
imrchaser. !I%e pnrchaser is repaired to pay taxes on all lands entefed 
on the instaUment plan from tlie date of the original entry. 

The swamp and orertlowed land can gaierally be purchased, bnt 
the price is determined by the character and locality of the land ; it can 
also l»e purchased on the iDStallment plan as above desrrihed The actual 
si'tih'r ran hny aw many as eiphty arres of this swarn|> land ai Iweiity-flve 
cents per am* if sht* i»r he will make atlidavit lliat la^ or she is iweuty-one 
years of age, m- the head of a family, and that the entry is made for the 
purpose of acquiring a home, and that the application for said lands 
does not cover the improvements of any other peraon. No one can make 
two entries at twoity-flwe cents an acre Wa law was inhmded to 
induce seftlCTS to acq:oire a home at the lowest poasibie priee.

Stock Raising. 



Of the nearly 35,000,000 acics land snrlaoe in Florida, about 
4y500,000 acres are included in fiarms, irninoved and unimproved ; tiins 
leaving over 30,000,000 acres available as grazing lands for cattle and 

sheep. It is not to be inferred from this that no cattle or sheep are 
raised in Florida, for in reality there \vei*e on the ranfies last year, in 
round numbers, about <i(H>,(MMJ tattle; what we want to show is that 
thei-e is abundant room for 3,000,000 head in place of the comparative 
small number noted above. It is -for the purpose of demonstrating to 
the thonsands of people who are interested in stock raising outside of 
Florida that we mahe tiwse statements, to prove to them that it is not 
necessary to go to tiie bleak Northwest, or the far Southwest in order 
to make stock raising a successfTil and highly profitable industry. Havii^ 
the vast area above stated, unsurpiassed in extent and suitability for the 
raising of live stock of every kind, it would seem unaccountable that 
this industry should so long remain in a comparatively eliaotic or passive 
condition ; a reasonable solution of the tronble wotld seem to be two^fdld: 
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first, i^noruiin* of the true tiitu;itk>n ou the part of those people in other 
stutL'H interested in such maltere, niainlj berause the real conditions 
have never been placed before fbem in a proper and atbrnctive form; 
second, because Gt a certaisi sort oi piejiidice Hmt ctIbIb in tbe raitida 
of many peraons to the effect that the growing^ ^ sto^ can not aaoceed 
in what they are pleased, though erroneonsly. to call a hot climate, 
scmirgeU with fnsect pests of every kind fatal to animal life. In the 
lirst ins1;iiirf people ean not know the tnith Mitiii>ly hy intnition, and, 
iu the seeoud, t lie re is absolutely not the slightest foundation for such 
belief. The truth is the climate of Horida ia an ideal one for stock 
raiaing. In Southern Flixrida ia fonnd the greatest grazing region east 
of the UiaaiaBlppi; the cUmate is perfect, never cold enong^ to kiU the 
gntasea, which grow as green in January as in June, and where good 
irater is in bountiful snpplj at all s^umhis of the year; even the longest 
drouth known has failed to produce a scarcity of water ; it is ne\ ei- liot 
eiKMifrh to injure stock, and insect pests nre only troublesome during 
part.'* of the months of May and June, after which time they disapjiear. 
In this country it is never so cold as to require housing, and feed does 
not have to be grown for winter use; the grasses grow the rear round 
and stock tibrireB on it at all s&uhhib. In all this taFritory the water 
•apply never fails, as it does in the West— Texas, for instance^ where 
herds must be driven many miles to stagnant water holes, while thou- 
sands die of thirst on the way— something wholly unknown here. In 
Florida the hundreds of springs, creeks, rivers and lakes that never go 
dry t'nruish fresh water conveni<*nt to every pasture or range every 
moment of time; in fact, it is an unUisyuted truth that there ia not a 
spot within the State that, irarveyed from a conuncHi center for five miles 
around, mnning water will not be enconnterod; aad aa water ia the 
most important factw in the make-up of a succeasful stock-raising 
country we lay this special stress upon the teatnr& We know ei no 
etiier aection of the cenatiy that can aty as mudi. 

ijat:Kr iiaising. 

Sheep have done well in all sections of the State, though thei'e nre 
some Ini'jilities better adapted to sheep husbandry than nihers. The 
lai'ger docks are found in West Florida, but there ai*e localities iu the 
fkti* Butem and Smithem portlonB of the State wh^ the great prairies 
furnish fine purturage. In feet, in every aection of the Slate there are 
large areaa of lands, adbnlmh^ a<iapfad| wliicli are now used for sheep 
pttitaiaige. 
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Hogs are raised as siuiessfoHy and jirottal)!^ riK ajnM- than in jin\ 
OthCT connto'. Tbe famous "raxor hack," of wliit h si. mut h ha.s 
heard in eonneetion with Flodda, baa long since departed. He Ijaa 
either bc<'n absorbed by grading with improved stock, or has dropped 
out and yieldetl his plare to otiier breeds. The breeds that have succeeded 
to tlip nntivt' stork, ami which wtn-ffH-d i Kn-fpctl.v, are the Berkshire. 
Poland < hina. Esw'x and rhc inwtn- Ht*d. Tliese brpedw aiv as siKirns- 
fully raiHfd heiv as in any iimntiy. Au<l all hnj;s aiv rmidi less 
soaeeptible to disease than in any uther M4H< iii>n df tlje cunutrv.

Oranoks.— Florida bas acqnired a world-wide fame for tiie prodw- 
tioii of the most dplieiotig »ii ;mjit>8 grown, nnd fnr several ypars great 
proHtM \v('i-o niatii* Uy owners of jiiwefi. The rt^niilt was a veritable boom 
in the |ri-irc's of lands sii|i]mis(m1 tti lie julajitci! loi- (tinnire t»;r(ives. ;iih1 
liriii iiijt p;i-oveH Hold ai (Mioiiiions ti}»ui't's. itui sv\c isil scvtMr fi-osfs. wliit h 
desti'uyetl not only tiie fruit, but in iiiiiiiy rases liie ti-eew lUeiuselveB, 
flhiowed that this business could not be entirelv tU'iiended npon for perma- 
nence, tlrovera hare, however, leanied how to protect tiidr g^ves, and 
the bnBine«tei m Rtill eondneted, although on a less extmirive scale. The 
result of all this proved to be a ble«»ing in disgnia^ as it led hortf- 
cnltiirisls to tiirrj fheit- attetitiofi fo nmiv cIiversifl»Ml crops.

Tlicif is perhaps no industrr of snch great importance to the State 
of I'loj-ida alxinl which so little is known by the people generally, 
ahliongli no sulijrt'l is su miixersally clis»-ussed with greater pleasure 
than that of ]au*linj» p^^<lil;iou^^ hauls, or some huge specimen of the 
flnuy tribe, but it is of the industry iu its eommercial form that we write 
and deaire to direct attentioQ. 

The peculiar position which Florida occupies with its (apprazi- 
matdj) twelve handled miles of eeb coast, togelb»- with ita nnmeroaf 
large bays, sounds, lagooiia, and its risers, lahefs and streams all teeming 
with fish of almost every kind and variety, enables it to jiossohs these 
natural advantages to a greater de}?itH' than is enjoyed hy any otlier state 
FoiTiiefly. before transjiortatiou facilities had oiKMied the way to markets 
beyond the State, tins industry was almost local in t-haraeter. In the 
fall farmers and utliers from the interior portion of the State, and also 
from the Stat^ of Georgia and Alabama, wonid journey ovefland to 
tlw fisl^es on the coast, and wgm^ from two to four weeks accumulat- 
ing a supply of salt fish, principally of the mullet variety, which 
wonJd take back to their homes for winter use. Evrai nnd^ these condi- 
tions the business paid handsome profits to those engaged in it. 

The industry as it is today was iM'gnii about the year 1873, and the 
•rreat Imlk of ttie business was i-aiTied oil at and from the ports of 
la. Apalachifola, Cedar Key and Key West, on the Gulf, and 
Jaeksonrille and Femaadina on the Atlantic Coast, tiiat tiin^ 

owing to the continnal and rapid incaieaae in tcanaportatlon lacij^tiea, 
thxoui^ the building of new railroads, tiie industry has increased to 
immense pr^ortions, still capable of expanding an liundred fold without 
in the least affecting the supply or overreaching the demand or the 
possibilities of extending the trade. 

The [triucipal branches of tlie lishing industry are: sponge, red 
snapper, grouper, mullet, pompano, sjianish mackerel, oyster and turtle 

fishing.

In treating of the trees of Floridu it w vrnviitiSLl first that we adopt 
a definition of the word tree. To do this we most draw a dividing line 
betwieen tbe frees and stunha, and litis is manifMy diffienlt to do, 
because fiie same species often develops very difPerentiy in differait 

sections. For exoniple, tlie willow, in most parte of Florid, is only 
a Hlonder Htirnb, yet in 8ome loralitiea it becomes a tree, and is split 
into rails, ^Ior(^(n<'r, in r»nr Riibtrtipicnl region there ni-e Home jilants 
(like the p;iii;i\v ami cnial tit**N «liicli li;(v*' steins fitmi six Tn twelve 
ineliet) in dianieier and a height of tifteen or iwenly-tive feet, and yet 
tbey have little if any woody fiber. Manifmtly the line of division 
b^ween the trees and tAumlis mmet be somewhat furbitrar^- and dependent 
on individual judgment My ei^e^ttce has led me to regsfd bm trees 
all plants having solid woody stems as mnch as four inches in diaiiieter, 
lowing ereet. or nearly so, and without support. 

Applying this standard lo the plants of Floridji we find that there 
are in this State fnlly two huudml kindK of treen. withnnt counting 
thu8i^ whieh luek woody fiber, or ihotie whirh, though enumerated among 
American trees, do not attain to a sufficient rise in this Stete. ISiis 
is 47 per cent of all tbe trees in the United States^ and is a half nKne 
tiian can be found in any other States. This great diversity of fbeest 
jETOWth is nttribnted mainly to the subtropical eha meter of tlie Southern 
[lortion of the I V-n insula. The vejp'tation <»f the Florida keys is identical 
with that of the H;ihanias and othei- low islands iH'Vdud the (Julf Stream. 
'There are to In? found ou the ke\s s<*ven(y kinds ul ii*^'s, most of whit li 
grow also on the southern mainland, umuy ex lending northward along 
the coast as fer as Qipe Canaveral and Romano, some as far as Mosquito 
Inlet and Tampa Bay. All but two become reduced to mere bastes at 
their northem limit ; these are the palm^o and pitch pioe^ the only 
frees an found both on the Imitiieiit and northern bofdem of 

tbe Btate. 

Onr Hu I (tropical forests, in the aggregate, cover hut a small area, 
and, ai though of great interest to the student^ they can not ije said to 
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constitute an element of wealth. But if they were not included in tlie 
sylva of the State Florida conid still boost a more varied forest tban any 
other State. In the peninsular counties the mietj is not great, hot 
in the northwestern counties thera may be found neariy all the trees 

of the Piedmont region of l?ennes«ee and Virginia. The forests of the 
Upper Apalac-hieola River are the finest in the State, h(»th na to size and 
varii'fy of tiiiihfM". Tt is here that we find tliow iHantiful and nearly 
exiiiHi tiees. ihe P^luridn yew and savin. In uortliern and middle 
Florida most of the trees of the Southern fcitates find their southern 
limit, but as a rule they do not "taper out** in sise; on the contrary, 
are unusually wdl devel^ed« 

As the roes of different imoods can not be represented in so eondenaetf 
a taUe^ I present this most important detail in the folloiring form, not 
giving the uses of mck tree^ but Uats of all the trees adapted to m 
particular purpose. A. H. Cuariss. 

Fuel.— Must of the pines, oaks and hickories afford excellent fuel, 
also l>etM'li. Hn^ir maple, magnolia, black titi, etc In Southern Florida 
the woods mo»it uHed fur fuel are the button wood, Jamaica dogwood^ 
crabwood and torchwood. 

lacing. — ^For posts w rails the following trees ai-e preferred : Black 
cypress, red cedar, jm^pSfv y^tow ptlM^ post oak, ^lestnut oak, wlilt» 
oak, overcup oak, viUow, horahMa ebcstn ut, mniba^, h^tiey lomtt, 
sassafras, slippery elm, had^berry. 

iJiiilding. — For general c<Mistmrtion a large variety of woods may 
be nwd, hut pine is found most cr>nvenieut, ecDnomiral and generally 
satisfactory. For all umk which is exposed to the weather, either long- 
leaved yellow or pitch pine should be used. The latt^ serves almost 
as well for framing timbers, but tor sills it im not so durable. VkfF 
ri^Hung and inside work generally short4eflved ydloir and loUoUy 
pine may be used. 

Flooring. — Probably no wood is equal for this purpose to the long- 
leaTed yellow pine. Where this is not obtainable, white ein, aagv 
maple, etc., may be used. 

Shingles. — Cypress ranks the best, juniper second^ and yellow pine 
is largely used. 

Interior Finish.— The kinds of wood best adapted to isaide oma- 
mutation are curly pine, red bay, white and green ash, sngar maple, 
cherry, box elder, black walnut, white oak, juniper, magnolia and poplar. 

Cabinetwork and Fumitiwe. — Poplar, magnolia, white i'ypnisa, 

curly pine, birth, l-coeh, chestnut, white oak. black walnut, red bay, 
white and green asli. sweet gum, cherry, red and sugar maple, holly, 
loblolly hay. chinaberry, and many of the subtrojMcal woods. For cheap 
furniture, silver maple, hackberry, sycamore, liun and pine are used* 
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rno|)frng;e.— HitttM-niif liirkorv, wliitc elm, mulberry, dogwood, 
f<at:*f<afrns, \mx elder, tjpress, juiiiiM-r. aiui variooa oatua^ aaniely: the 
white, i*u»t, eUestniit, scarlet, blat k and led. 

Ship and Boat Building. — Wiiite, overeup uiitl live uak. >eliu\v pine, 
cypress, juniper, poplar, mnlbeny, white elm, sugar maple. Of South 
Florida wooda Jasnaica ^gwood, mahogany, mastic, wild tamarind and 
iakwood are fiiTimte IditdB. 

Wagons and Can injrea. — White and green adi, red ai^ pignat 
hickorv, poplar and linn, white, post and overcnp oak. 

WIkm'I Stock. — \\'hire ehn. .vlippcry elm and nakf< of various kinds; 
hubs bein^ made of red elm. biark fjiim. do*ru"oo<l and honey locust. 

Agricultural Implenjents.— Keil aud piguui hickory, white and green 
ash, whit^ OTercap and chestnut oak. 

'Soa Handlaa and Plane Btodto.— Hornbeam and iniawood, red and 
pignat hickory, beech, peraimmoD, sonrwood, sloe^ apafkkliary. 

Ox Yokea^— BMc gum, saaaafina, black JaSrtSi, qreamora^ bfttenntt 
hickory. 

Saddletrees. — White elm. sn«riir maf)ie. 

Wooden ware. — Linn, poplar, white bay, juniper, black birch, tupelo 
gum, box dder, red maple.

If any further testimony is necessary to confirm the statement that 
11)05 has been a record breaking year, the custom-house reports can 
be put in evidence. The value of foreign imports was $633,81*0, as 
against 9230,846 tcBt 1904, and 167,898 for 1903. 

The shipment of lumber for 1905 amounted to 219,933,933 feet, as 
against a total shipment during the year 1904 of 188,89:^225 feet. 

The shipment of naval sboxm was 824,933 packages, as against 265,- 
407 in 1904. 

NBW JilNTJUifaiSBS. 

These figures speak more eloquently than words, but do not indi- 
cate the growth of our city as much as the new enterprises estab- 
lished and capital invested in various manufacturing and mercantile 
establishments during the year l\)0o. Probably no city in this coun- 
try can make a showing that will at all compare with what is con- 
tained in these figures. 

There have been one hundred and thirtemi companies, with an

The capital stock of all the banks in this city on December 31, 1904,

!H9, making a total of |7,85-l,«4U. On December 31, 1905, the total 
capital stock of all the baoiks amounted to t'^.O^a.OOO, surplus $4T9,S59, 
deposits 110,034,789, showing a net gain in tilie baiik capital of this 
cil^ of $1^060,000, or an increase of 53 per cent in depofflta and 59 per 
4}ent. in available money to carry on the growing- commerce of our city. 

There have been organized four new banks during: witli a 

capital stock of one million two hundred thousand dollars, and I will 
mef in this connection that the braking business is in the hands of 
cttK^uI, oofiservatire men, and aie aU In a proaperous ocmditimi. 

A WONl>EKFUL KKCURD. 

Probably the most gratifying development during the past year has 
been in the nianufacturing industries of our city. I will venture the 
assertion that more capital has been invested in manufactures in the 
year 1005 than in any previous ten jeam in the histoid of the city. 
Ifhese manufactures consist in part of innnense fertilizer manufactur- 
ing establishments; two large sand lime brick factories; one of the 
lai^est and best equipped leatb fa tories in the South; large bot- 
tling works, and various other smaller estalilishments. 

The naval stores industry, in which so many of our citizens are 
deeply interested, has neror bean in so prosperous a condition. Good 
prioes have prevailed durinx the year, «id tlie prosperity of the bmi- 
aess for years to come is now practically assured by a recent agree- 
ment with the export and (tistoibutiiig houeea who market the 
product 

BIVE& AKO HA&BOB WORK. 

The thanks of this board are especially due the river and harbor 
committee for the efficient manner in which they have performed 
their labors. Through the courtesy of Mr. W. W. Cummer, chairman 
of that committee, Senator W. P. Frye, chairman of the committee 
on commerce in the Senate, was taken to the month of the river and 
shown the progress of the work and the necessities for the improTe- 
meat of our river and harbor.

TIm' (h edge St. Johns is now actively engaged in deepening the 
river near its mouth. The powerful dredge, owned by tlie Atlantic 
Dredge Company, is at work un the "White Shellis, and the dredge 
JacksonviUft is temporarily out of commission, pending the installa* 
tion of more powerful machinery. For the first time^ and within the 
past month, we are assured that vessels can go from our port to sea 
drawing twenty feet of water, and with the aid of the dredges now 
at work it is reasonable to assume, and we liave every assurance of, 
a speedy completion of the project adopted by Congress calling for 
twenty-four feet at low tide from Jaekson viUe to the ocean. A recent 
letter from Captain Shunk submitted to the river and harbor coraniit- 
tee of tins board eaq^^aina in d^ail the progresB of Htda wmk. 

FLOATING DKYDOCK. 

I will mention in connection with marine matters that the Merrill- 
Stevens Engineering Company are ocmBtructing and have about com- 
pleted a floating dry dock of sufficient capacity to handle any vessel 
entering our port. This will make Jackaouville headquarters fur the 
overhauling and repairing of large vessels on the South Atlantic, sUMI 
means a very great deid to the deTelopment of our dty. 

It is gratifying to note that the relations between the various trans- 
portation lines centering in this city, and the merchants and manu- 
facturers, are of a most friendly charac ter. Few complaints, and 
those of only a minor kind, have come to iliis board for adjustment 
between the shippers and the transportation lines.

This T6|»ort would not be complete without mentioning the recep*-

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men were pleased with our humble efforts to entertain them and 
mibke their -rieit to our cil>y a pleasant cme. 

Tsa KA8T cx>AST woxinmov. 
Among the great events of 190& was the buginning of the extension 

of the Florida East Coast Railway from Miami to Key West over the 
Florida Keys and the Gulf of Mexico. Tlie build itif? of this road is 
one of the g'reatest achievements in raihoad construction that has 
ev* r lu'cn muiertjikpn. It will no doubt be of inestinaable value to 
our btate. and will make a trip from Miami to Key W^t practically 
a sea trip— an ocean voyage in a Fulhnan, and will be an unsnrf^issed 
seenic railway trip. 

For this and other developments that have made Florida prosperous 
and the pleasure resort of the worM— that have given employment to 
thousands of people — is due to the public spirit and enterprise of 
Henry M. Flagler. 

The wtirk of this l>oard in voicing public sentintent is elfirient and 
invaluable. To many of us who have passed from the meridian to 
the afternoon of life, tt is a pleasure to know that when we have gone 
to the great beyond we will leave on the banks of the noble St Johns 
river a city that will stand as a monument to our endeavors and an 
inheritance to our children : a city that has recovered from an epi- 
demic in isss. wliieii seemed at tliat time an irretrievable disaster; 
has survived the ett'ects of the great freeze iu 181U-95. which entailed 
the greatest loss which was ever sustained by a city^ and was enough 
to disoourage a people less brave and self-reliant than onrs; a city 
that has arisen from the ashes of the great fire of May 3rd, 1901: a 
city whose citizenship will stand unriviilfil : whose public buildings, 
business houses and public improvements of every kind cannot be 
surpassed J a city of refined, cultivated, moral and progressive people, 
who having be^ welded together by adversity to a greater decree 
Wxan any amount of prosperity could have accomplished; a united, 
helpful people, always ready to stand together in promoUagitepobtlo 
welfare and future glory.
